Whereby, the facts being as hereinbefore set out, it is respectfully submitted that 
th.s Petition should be granted, that the record in the subject application should be 
corrected to identify the second and third listed inventors as Yoshitaka Ono and 
Tatsushi Yoshida, respectively, and that the Declaration previously submitted by them 
be accepted. In the event the Declaration filed on May 22, 2002, is unacceptable as 
premature, or for some other reason, applicants coincidental^ petition for leave to file a 
Supplemental Declaration containing the correct names of all three inventors.
